Waterford County Board of Public Assistance | 


is being called for by Commissioner 8. J.

“of the Waterford County Conncil. 
A special meeting of the Public Assistance | 


Board has been called for Wednesday in the 
County Hogpital, Waterford, to consider Mr. 
Moynihan's|) motion, which! asks that the 
resolution adopting the estimates for 1935-’36 
be rescinded. 

The Commissioner points put that £24,000 
was deducted this year from the agricultural 
grant, making, with £12,000 last year, £26,000 
deducted in. respect of unpajd land annuities 
in the county, for which somé provision would 
have to be made in the coming year’s 
estimates, if they were not to find themselves 
in an impossible position with their treasurers. 
This would represent £2 9s.) in the £ on the 
rates, or an increase from 10§. 9d. to 13s; 6d., 
which the Commissioner fetls would be an 
impossible burden for the agricultural com 
munity. 

The Commissioner states that he does not 
intend to budget for the full amount of the 
deficit this year, as it is likely that some of 
the sums outstanding will be collected during 
the next twelve months, but it is intended to 
make the provision sufficient to insure that 
the County Council’s bank obligations will be 
such as the bank will permit, thereby enabling 
the Board to meet the demands of the social 
services of the county, inclnding the biggest 
ceniand—that of the Board of Assistance—for 
the next twelve months. The anxiety to kee 
the reduction to the minimum required is 
evinced by the Commissioner, who thinks that 
at least £5,000 will have to be cut off the 
estimate of the Board of Public Assistance. 
This, he anticipates, will not necessarily mean 
drastic reductions of home Assistance, and he 
hopes that the operation of the Unemployment 
Assistance Act in the coming year will relieve 
the funds of a good portion jof the “ cut.” 

The greatest care, he states, will have to be 
taken to economise in the fiving of relief, so 
as to ensure that the Board of Assistance is 
not seriously at the wrong hide at the end.

Reserved judgment was delivered in favour 
of the plaintiff for £836 odd im the action 
of the Attorney-General against the Northern 
Petroleum ‘Tank Steamship Company, oi 
Newcastle-on-Tyne. 
The plaintiff, as representing Saorstat 
Eireann, claimed £1,035 odd in respect of 
damage to a submarine pipe conveying fresh 
water from the mainland to Haulbowline and 
Spike Islands. He alleged that the damage 
was caused throngh the negligent navigation 
of an oil tanker, the property of the de- 
fendants. 
The defendants denied the allegations 
against them, and pleaded that “' Saorstat 
reann” was not a person known to the 
law, capable of owning property, and that 
an action did not lie by the plaintiff suing 
as Attorney-General for Saorstat Eireann. 
They also denied that the pipe was vested 
in or owned by Saorstat Eireann. 
Mr. Justice Johnston, in the course of his 
ex; said that, under the Cork Pilotage 
istrict Order, 1920, pilotage was made com- 
pulsory in a certain defined area, and ac- 
cordingly the tanker picked up a licensed 
pilot under the Cork Harbour Commissioners 
soméwhere near Bar Rock, and 
under his control to Haulbowline. The evi- 
dence in the case was of a long and con- 
flicting character, but he had come to the 
eonclusion on the whole case, taking into 
account the entire evidence and the valuable 
assistance that he had received from Captain 
Webb (Harbour Master of Dublin, who sat 
as nautical assessor) that the pilot was guilty 
of negligence and that the injury was caused 
by his unskilful navigation. 

Dealing with the plea that Saorstat’ Eireann 
is not a person known to the law, capable 
of owning property, Mr. Justice Johnston 
said that, fortunately, he was relieved by a 
very simple consideration from the neces- 
sity, in this case, at any rate, to decide 
whether the Irish Free State could be re- 
garded as a picker-up of unconsidered trifles, 
such as a stray battle cruiser or two in 
Cobh waters or an under-séa li 
pipes in the same place. This line of pipes 
ormed part of a composite system of water 
supply which must be regarded as part of 
the soil and fabric of the Irish Free State 
itself, and it no more required a transfer 
to FF nae oí the Government hy 
the er of Functions Order than did 
the Government buildings in Merrion street. 
In his opinion, an injury done to this water 
‘system, whether deliberately, wantonly, or 
negligently, must be subject to the same

The French/tragedy is a 
pitiful performance, filled with false 
sentiment; the Moor whines/most abomin- 
ably, and Iago is a person of a very pretty 
morality; the author apologises for 
softening the villainy. of the latter 
character, as well as for saving the life 
of Desdemona, and substituting a happy 
termination in place of the sublime and 
terribls conclusion of the English tragedy, 
by saying that the humanity!of the French 
nation and their morality would be 
shocked by such exhibitions} ‘ Many came 
up, indeed! People’s ears are sometimes 
the nicest part about them? I admire a 
nation that will guillotine sixty people a 
dav for months, men, women and children, 
and cannot hear the catastrophe of a 
dramatic exhibition!

MOONS PASSAGE 
THROUGH PLEIADES

By Our Astronomica CORRESPONDENT. 


ERCURY is in Superior Conjunction 

Mi on the 27th, and rises and sets 

nearly with the Sun all the month. 

He is, therefore, quite out of the observer's 
reach. 

Venus is a brilliant object now in the even- 
ing skies, She sets a little before 10 p.m. 
at the beginning of the month, and about 
11 p.m, at the end. She is, however, still a 
disappointing object in the telescope, being in 
the gibbous phase, and her disc small. This, 
together with her overpowering brilliancy, 
makes her a trying object for any bat the 
very finest glasses. Indeed, a telescope which 
will show Venus well, without much colour 
surrounding the image, and with a clean, well- 
defined disc, must be of the very first quality. 
She will be in the neighbourhood of Aldebaran 
and the Pleiades in the middle of April. 

Mars is in Opposition on the Mth, and at his 
least distance from the Earth on the 11th. His 
distance on the latter date is a little over 
57,000,000 miles. The Opposition and the 
least distance seldom coincide, owing to the 
eccentricity of the planet’s orbit, and its con- 
siderable inclination to the plane of that of 
the Earth. Possessors of small and moderate 
telescopes must not expect too much of their 
instruments in dealing with Mars. A _ four- 
inch glass is about the smallest which will 
show anything-of the planet’s surface mark- 
ings, with the exception of the snow-caps. 
which are sometimes visible with a two-inch 
telesco If they are not so visible; it is 
probably because they are not there, since

the Earth’s polar snows. 
Jupiter rises a little after 10 p.m., at the 
beginning of the month, and about 8 bahay at 
the end. The two planets, Mars and Jupiter, 
being in the evening sky together, will give 
lenty of occupation to the amateur observer. 
Jupiter is, next to the Moon, the finest object 
for the possessor of a small telescope. TI 
changing positions of his satellites are easily 
followed with a two-inch , and something 
can be seen of his cloud-belts with the same 
humble instrument. To watch the shadows of 
the satellites drifting across the planet's disc 
something larger is required, but the shadows 
of satellites I and III can be made out, even 
with this unassuming means.

To add to the un- 
earthly beauty of the scene, the brilliant 
planet Venus will be close by, having been 
in conjunction with the Moon only eighteen 
hours before. A very small telescope or a 
pair of binoculars will be suitable for 
observing the occultations, but they will be 
more impressive if viewed with a four to 
six-inch glass with a magnifying power of 
about thirty times. 

There will be an occultation of Antares, the 
Red Star of Scorpio, on the 22nd, at 1.5 
a.m. ‘Lhe occultation is visible at Greenwich, 
and the time above is that of the reappear- 
ance of the star.. That of the disappearance 
is not given in the Nautical Almanac, the 
Moon, which rises at 11.56 p.m., being 
presumably so near the horizon as to make 
the observation difficult. 


SUN 
Spots are now generally visible in more or 
less abundance, several intefesting greups 
having been seen during the past month, 
though at the time of writing the Sun’s disc 
is again a blank.

“The Imperial Ethiopian Government, 
being firmly determined to co-operate 
without reservation or ulterior motive in 
any fair arbitration procedure capable of 
restoring friendly and confident relations 
with Italy, to which it attaches the 
reatest importance, proposes that a time- 
imit of thirtv days should be agreed upon 
with the Italian Government, during 
which the two Governments should nego- 
tiate, either at Geneva, Paris or London, 
as the Italian Government may prefer, on 
the absolute free appointment of arbitra- 
tors of their choice on the drafting of the 
arbitration agreement, and on the fixing 
ot all the details of this and the procedure 
of arbitration. 
““Tf at the expiration of this time-limit 
all the details of the arbitration agree- 
ment have not been fixed, and the arbi- 
trators have not been appointed, so as to 
be able to set to work immediately, the 
Council of the League of Nations should 
be invited itself to appoint arbitrators to 
fix the procedure and define the questions 
to be settled, and, in particular, the ques- 
tion of the Italo-Ethiopian frontier, in ac- 
cordance with existing treaties; and, 
lastly, as a consequence, ¢o instruct the 
arbitrators to pronounce the,"responsibili- 
ties incurred on either side in connection 
with the Wal-Wal incident and others 
which have occurred in the ‘frontier area 
of Italian Somaliland since November 
25rd, 1934.”’ 


NO MOBILISATION 


The Note denies that the Ethiopian 
Government has at any time taken measures 
calculated to threaten the safety of the 
Italian colonies, nor has it mobilised or 
concentrated troops. It adds:— 
‘The delays that have been suggested 
must not be utilised for the continuation 
of military preparations and/or the 
dispatch of troops or munitions as has 
been the case hitherto.

L will go further. he added, and say that 
the Chairman of the Education Committee 
neglects his duty when he vever indicates. 
to any of you the extraordinary medical re- 
ports given to the Edueation Committes 
every fortnight, which are a revelation of a 
state of affairs in Belfast that is a disgrace 
to modern civilisation. Instead of giving 
this shilling to the Government, let us spend 
it on educational needs. We are not spend- 
ing enough in that direction.

Tae United States Supreme Court to- 
dáy ordered a new trial for the two 
negroes, Clarence Norris and Haywood 
Patterson, who were convicted during the 
famous Scottsboro’ trial. 

Patterson and Norris were two of seven 


young negroes condemned to death on a 
charge of having criminally assaulted two 
young white women at Scottsboro’, 


Alabama, in March, 1931. 

In a long series of trials and re-trials 
over the case Patterson has four times 
been sentenced to death. He and, Norris 
were to have been executed on” February 
2nd, 1934, but a stay of execution was 
ordered while the United States Supreme 
Court reviewed the sentences. : 

The assault was alleged to have taken 
place in a goods train. 

One of the two girls retracted her 
evidence against the negroes after the 
original trial; The case has aroused world- 
wide interest, books and plays having been 
written about it. 

Chief Justice Hughes, in delivering the 
opinion, said it, was charged by the de- 
fendants that negroes were arbitrarily and 
systematically excluded, although quali- 
fied, from service on the jury which con- 
victed the two men. 

He said that it, had Jong been held that 
whenever, by any action of a State, or 
whether through legislation, the Courts or 
executive or administrative officers, persons 
of the African race were excluded from 
jury service because of race or colour, the 
Court proceedings were invalid.

OBITUARY 
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MR, Il. B. WILKINSON, K.C. 


A telegram from Shanghai anhounces the 
death there yesterday of Mr. Hiram Parkes 
Wilkinson, K.C., aged sixty-eight. Mr. 
Wilkinson had had a distinguished legal 
career in China. The eldest son of the late 
Sir Hiram Shaw Wilkinson, he was educated 
at the Methodist College, Belfast, and at 
Exeter College, Oxford, and was called to the 
Bar at the Middle Temple, London, in 1599. 
He practised on the Western Circuit until 
1894, when he was appointed Acting Crown 
Advocate at Shanghai. Within three years 
he became Crown Advocate, 

Mr. Wilkinson was for ten years Judge of 

the High Court for Wei-Tai-Wei, and in 1901 
he was appointed as Commissioner to ex- 
amine the british claims against the Chinese 
Government arising out of the Boxer rising 
of 1900. From 1903 to 1905 he was Acting 
Judge of His Majesty’s Court for Siam. 
On his retirement, Mr. Wilkinson returned 
to Northern Ireland; was called to the Bar 
there, and. took “silk.” His home was at 
Drumballyhagan, Tobermore, County Derry, 
where, in 1922, he was Sub-District Com- 
mandant of the “B” Special Constabulary. 
In 1930 he filled the office of High Sheriff 
of the. county. Mr. Wilkinson had been 
awarded the Royal Humane Society's bronze 
medal for saving life. 


MAJOR HENRY TALBOT BAYLOR 


Major Henry Talbot Baylor (late Royal 
Army Medical Corps), who died on March 
30 at The a j Ash, near Canterbury, 
was a member of a very old Fermoy family. 
The Baylors, indeed, had resided at Fermoy 
for upwards of two centuries, and one of its 
members is reported to have built the first 
stone and slated house in the town.

The Strikers’ Choice 


‘‘Ts Ireland never to have a chance?”’ 
Thirteen years ago the late Arthur Griffith 
uttered this despairing cry while the 
politicians were wrangling in Earlsfort 
terrace; and, if he were alive to-day, he 
would find that our country still is being 
kept on the rack.’ Yesterday the employés 
of the Dublin United Tramways Company, 
who have been on strike for more than 
four weeks, held a ballot. The point at 
issue was simple. After weeks of negotia- 
tions, proposals and counter-proposals the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce 
finally evolved a formula on which the 
men were asked to express their views. 
The formula was in the nature of a com- 
promise. It suggested that the men should 
return to work at 11 p.m. on a certain 
night, after negotiations between the trade 
unions and the Tramways Company had 
been started three hours earlier, and that 
work should be suspended at 8 p.m. on the 
day on which the negotiations should 
conclude, in order to enable the men to 
hold a general meeting to discuss the 
agreement. If the agreement should be 
acceptable, the men would start work 
again on the following morning. This 
proposal was calculated to get over the 
difficulty which was created by the men’s 
insistence on the satisfaction of their 
claims before resumption of work, and the 
Minister’s earlier statement that the tram- 
way and omnibus services must be re- 
started before negotiations could begin. 
The strikers’ point would have been met 
by the three hours’ interval between the 
opening of negotiations and the resump- 
tion of work at 11 o’clock at night, while 
the Minister’s main argument also would 
have been satisfied. The strikers, how- 
ever, solved the whole problem by the 
result of their ballot. Out of some 2,800 
men who were entitled to vote, 2,699 
participated in the ballot, which resulted 
in @ majority of 350 against acceptance of 
Mr. Lemass’s formula. It was a com- 
pletely decisive vote. There was a sub- 
stantial minority of 1,171 men in favour 
of the formula, but there were 1,521 votes 
against it, and consequently, we presume, 
the strike will continue. The people of 
Dublin, who for the last month have been 
trudging stoically to and from their work, 
must resign themselves to a further period 
of foot-soreness. Fortunately, the emer- 
gency services provided by. the Army have 
made the citizens’ lot less painful, and, 
if the authorities can see their way to 
extend them, they will earn the public’s 
grateful thanks. 

We can find no excuse for the strikers’ 

attitude. Their strike was started, in the 
first instance, because a certain omnibus 
driver had been dismissed as a result of 

dangerous driving, and the men insisted 

from the outset that this man’s reinstate- 

ment must be a condition of settlement.

Free State and Northern Ireland have 
been at loggerhead: for some years con- 
cerning the flag which would be borne as 
the symbol of Ireland at international 
events.

the Northern men, very naturally, would 
have none of it. There never has been the 
slightest reason, except rank stupidity, 
why a compromise should not have been 
reached ; but, while the North were ready 
to oblige, a number of the Southern 
authorities remained obstinate, and the 
N.A.C.A. ruled that the Tricolour should 
prevail. In consequence of this ruling, 
and of frequent bickering on other ques- 
tions, Northern Ireland was removed from 
the N.A.C.A.’s jurisdiction and affiliated 
to Great Britain. When the matter was 
referred recently to the international 
body, it was decided that the activities of 
the N.A.C.A. should be confined to the 
twenty-six counties. The N.A.C.A., by a 
majority of three votes, refused to accept 
the decision, and proceeded to provoke 
trouble by its organising of an athletic 
event in Northern Ireland. Now comes 
the International’ Federation’s answer. 
In a sentence, it means that from now 
onwards the twenty-six counties of 
Southern Ireland are isolated from the 
rest of the world in respect of all athletic 
affairs. Her sportsmen may compete to 
their hearts’ content with one another, 
but not one of them will be permitted to 
display his prowess against the athletes 
of another nation—oreven, we must repeat, 
against an athlete from Northern Ireland. 
The twenty-six counties may breed the 
finest hurdler or the finest long-jumper 
in the. whole world, but his achievement 
will not constitute a record: it simply will 
not count. 

Is this to be the end of the Suorstdt’s 
athletic ambitions? During recent years 
her representatives hdve gained no little 
glory. Two “firsts” at the Olympic 
Games were a very considerable accom- 
plishment for a tiny nation, competing 
against all the large and populous nations 
of the world; and the Free State's athletic 
repute stands exceedingly high to-day. 
We may console ourselves with th. memory 
of those achievements, while sorrowing 
that, so long as the N.A.C.A. remains 
stubborn, they cannot be repeated. It is 
hard to understand the attitude of mind 
which has allowed the Free State to be 
thrust into such a position. National 
pride is one of the highest of the virtues— 
but the attitude of the majority in the 
N.A.C.A., which decided to challenge the 
international body, knowing what the 
punishment must be, does not reveal a 
true sense of national pride. It betrays 
nothing except obstinacy, narrow-minded- 
ness, parochialism and a mulish re- 
luetance to face obvious facts. The same 
attitude reveals itself in more ways than 
one throughout the Free State, and con- 
stitutes one of the gravest dangers to her 
progress. A spirit is growing up which 
scorns the opinion of the rest of the world, 


rest of civilisation, and wéuld throw the 
Free State back upon herself—all in the 
abused name of nationalism. In this 
misguided frame of mind the N.A.C.A. 
has committed two major blunders. 
(Initially, it strove to briag the Northern 
men under a flag which evokes no loyalty 
in them—but actually evokes hostility in 
the great majority of them. Then, when 
the North had seceded, the N.A.C.A. 
defied the effective ban of the body which 
stands for all other athletic organisations 
in the world. Such stupidity cannot be 
justified, but, fortunately, it can be re- 
pented. The N.A.C.A.’s first duty is to 
accept the Federation’s judgment, and to 
obtain readmission to the world comity 
of athletes; its second duty is to repair 
its quarrel with Northern Ireland, so that 
the two States together can make a new 
arrangement with the international body, 
and once more represent an entity— 
Ireland. Only so can the latest wound to.

Australian Ministers are trying to evolve 
a ‘‘ short-term ” policy which will cover 
the regulation of meat imports into Great 
Britain for the next three months, and for 
the period which remains before the Argen- 
tine agreement comes to an end. Among 
the major points at issue is the import re- 
striction scheme, which has proved very 
unpopular among the meat-producing 
Dominions, and it may be abandoned in 
favour of a system of import levies. This 
system would impose a duty on all meat 
coming into Great Britain, whether from 
the Dominions or from foreign countries, 
and the money thus raised would go as a 
subsidy to the British cattle industry. In 
effect, however, it would stimulate the ex- 
port of meat from the Dominions; for the 
duty paid by them would be only at half 
the rate imposed on foreign meat. Australia 


is likely to agree to the mew plan. She 
is well aware that the first duty of Great 


Britain is towards her own farmers, and 
asks only that the Dominions should have 
protection against the competition of other

Bluff men in regimental ties continually 
complain that the modern undergraduate 
is an “ awful fellow.”

R. ANTHONY EDEN is warmly 
welcomed by the Polish Press on his 
arrival in Warsaw, the third capital he 
has visited during his European tour, and 
he is described as ‘‘ one of the world’s 
ablest young diplomats.” The visit to 
Warsaw is of particular interest at the 
present time; for that country is looked 
upon as Germany s only friend on the 
Continent. It is probable that the first 
result of the visit to Moscow will be 
witnessed in the Far East. British diplo- 
matists are to be instructed to facilitate 
as far as possible the successful issue of 
negotiations between Russia and Japan for 
the demilitarisation of the Russian-Man 
chukuo border, which will remove the 
present war danger in the Pacific regions. 


A Polish Contract 


' The order placed by the Polish Govern- 
ment for two destroyers to be built 


in this count is the first ever 
to have been given Great Britain by 
Poland. The vessels, which will have 


a displacement of over 2,000 tons each, 
will heavily armed, and will be as 
powertul as possible for their size. Work 
is now proceeding in this country on several 
warships and numerous aircraft for foreign 
countries, and there is a prospect that 
further contracts will be placed in the near 
future, There is a disposition to scrap old 
warships and replace them by modern 
vessels, particularly in the case of ships 
of the larger type, which are handicapped 
by lack of speed and insufficient arma- 
ment. 


The Belga 


The effect of the devaluation of the belga 
by 28 per cent. will be to offset the higher 
duty on steel imports into this country 
introduced only a week ago. The Govern- 
ment will be asked without delay to give 
close attention to the question of protect- 
ing the British steel industry, and it is 
possible that some measures other than the 
imposition of a duty may be introduced to 
limit the umports. These reached a total 
of over a million tons last year, and 
threaten to be of considerably greater 
volume unless means are taken to check 
the imports. It is a difficult question just 
at this moment, when there is a tendency 
for the Government to adopt a policy of 
import duties instead of quotas, and it is 
uncertain what steps will be taken to meet 
the situation. 


Britain and the Dominions 


In the House of Commons this afternoon 
membgrs listened with interest to an ex- 
change between Mr. J. H. Thomas and 
Mr. Aneurin Bevan on the Dominions and 
Government policy. Mr. J. H. Thomas 
said every effort was made to keep the 
Dominion Governments in touch with the 
policy of the Government in foreign affairs. 
It was not for him to voice the opinions of 
the Dominions’ Governments, but there 
had been no indjcation whatever that any 
of them dissented in any way from the 
Government's foreign policy. Mr. Bevan 
then asked if the Cabinet consulted the 
Dominions as to the nature of the proposals 
contained in the White Paper before it was 
issued, and was reminded that he ought to 
make himself acquainted with Imperial 
Conference decisions. These are to the 
effect that no Government can involve 
another Government in a war, while every 
opportunity is taken to inform the 
Dominions of each step. 


Meat Imports 


The series of discussions between British 
and Austrclian Ministers regarding im. 
ports of meat and other questions relating 
to the Ottawa agreement were resumed in 
Downing street this morning. Mr. J. A, 
Lyons, the Australian Prime Minister, has 
been busy during the past week going 
thoroughly into the question with Mr. $S. 
M. Bruce, the High Commissioner, and 
with Ministers who have come with him 
from Australia. The British Government 
hopes that Australia will agree to a system 
of import levies on Empire meat entering 
this country, because if this levy could be 
adopted it might be possible to relinquish 
the import restriction scheme, which has 
been responsible for considerable ‘friction. 
If it were accepted, a penny a pound would 
be imposed on foreign meat entering 
Britain, and a preference would be 
accorded to the Dominions’ produce. From 
the funds — a subsidy could be 
pat to the British cattle industry, so that 
armers would have a reasonable prohit. 
Australia has already accepted the prin- 
ciple of quota restrictions for the second 
quarter of this year, but agreement has 
not. yet been reached as to the size of the 
quota. 


Budget Day 


Budget day is not far distant, and during 
the present week consultations are to take 
place with the leading members of the 
Cabinet and of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer to decide on the leading features 
of the Budget to be introduced to-day fort- 
night. Mr. Neville Chamberlain can 
reusonably expect an increased revenue 
from taxation in the coming financial year, 
but he has to take into account an even 
more considerable rise in expenditure. It 
appears to be the general view that he wil! 
take no risks in planning his new Budget, 
but will follow a “ safety first’ policy. 


School Inspection Scheme 


Some months ago a committee which 
had been sitting for two years issued a 
report relating to inspection of private 
ochaail and made a number of notable 
recommendations. Nothing was done at 
the time, but it appears that the President 
of the Board of Education is now being 
urged to introduce legislation for public 
supervision based on inspection, including 
residential accommodation in boarding 


schools. There are about 10,000 privat: 
schools up and down the country, with 
some 370, pupils. Inquiry has revealed 


that many of these schools are by no 
means up to date either in educational 
or sanitary arrangements, and it is felt 
that ma should be taken to close an) 
school which fails to meet minimum re 
quirements which would be laid down in 
an Act of Parliament. 


Water Shortage Feared 


A conference of experts dealing with 
water questions has been taking place at

FEASNEWED activity showed yesterday 
that the Dublin police have not yet 
effected their last round-up. 

Last night the authorities’ attention 
turned from Republicans and Republican 
Communists to the purely Communist 
leaders, ‘‘ Comrade Jim Larkin, junior, 
has been arrested '’ was the announcement 
dramatically made to a Cathal Brugha 


street crowd, and this was the first indica-. 


tion of the new police moves. The effect 
of it was somewhat marred by the appear- 
ance next moment of Comrade Larkin him- 
self, who proceeded. to make a speech. He 
had, however, been detained by the police 
when at 7.30 p.m, they raided the bas 
quarters of the Communist Party of 
Ireland at Connolly Hall, Great Strand 
street. After a brief stay in the Bride- 
well, whither he was conveyed by the force 
of about thirty detectives and uniformed 
police after they had thoroughly searched 
the premises, he was set free. He told an 
Irish Times reporter he had not been in- 
terrogated, 

An official of the Communist Party of 
Ireland said that he had himself been 
searched when the police arrived in the 
headquarters. They “ ransacked ” the 
offices, he said, but so far as he was aware 
removed nothing. The raiding party 
arrived in two big police lorries, only half- 
an-hour before the time at which the public 
meeting had been arranged to be held. A 
speaker who had been outside Connolly 
Hall when the police arrived went at once 
unhindered to the meeting-place. There 
he told the crowd that the raid was “ un- 
doubtedly for the purpose of breaking up 
our meeting to-night,’’ and added, indicat- 
ing two journalists raps “we also have 
these gentlemen taking notes most care- 
fully of everything I and the other 
speakers will say.’’ 

The uneasiness of the Communists, 
following upon the police raids and upon 
the serious anti-Communist rioting which 
broke up their last meeting on Friday 
night, was further indicated by their pro- 
vision of a large lorry for their platform 
instead of the frail table from which a 
speaker had been dragged previously by 
the rioters.

Caffrey, Lower Sheriff street, North Wall, 
Dublin), stated that he had been ques- 
tioned about his movements on the night 
of Saturday, 25rd March, when the armed 
attacks on police occurred.

B* his presence of mind in shutting off 
the engine the moment the air mail to 
London crashed, Robert Bajac, chief pilot 
of Air France, saved the lives of his two 
companions and the ’plane’s cargo. 

M, Bajac died in. hospital as a result 
of the injuries he received. He lay for two 
hours. perfectly conscious beneath the 
wreckage of the machine. 

The ‘plane, three-engined model, 
crashed at Bremontiers, near Gisons, when 
inaugurating a new night service between 
Croydon and Le Bourget for mail and 


goods. 

M. Flitcroft, who was one of«the traffic 
managers of Air France, and M. Fleuret, 
the chief wireless operator, were both 
injured, 

The ‘plane had left Le Bourget at 3 
a.m. this morning, and was attempting to 
make a forced landing owing to engine 
trouble when it crashed. The mails were 
rushed to Le Bourget and sent on to 
Croydon in another ’plane. 


OFFICIAL INQUIRY 


An official inquiry is being conducted 
into the cause of the accident, and the 
instruments have been placed under seal 
pending an examination. 

It is unofficially stated that the accident 
was caused by fog. A suggestion, which 
apparently originated abroad, to the effect 
that an incident occurred on board the 
‘plane is emphatically denied here. 

M. Flitcroft, in an interview, said: “ We 
had already flown as far as the Channel. 
Bad weather forced us to turn back. 
Several minutes before the crash we were 
in difficulties, and suddenly the "plane 
went into a nose dive. I struggled free 
after the ’plane had crashed, ms. my cries 
brought a gamekeeper with a lantern, who 
called the inhabitants and a doctor. It was 
an hour before the wireless operator, 
Fleuret, was free, and two before M. 
Bajac was released from the wreckage.’’ 

Robert Bajac had been flying for twelve 
years on tne Paris-London route, and was 
the chief pilot of the Air Union Company 
from 1 onwards until its fusion, in 
1933, with Air France. Hehad a brilliant 
career as an airman during the war.

FROM MOSCOW TO 
WARSAW

The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day:—Mr. Eden arrived in Warsaw 
yesterday from Moscow, and enters upon 
what will probably be the most important 

hase of his mission. His visit to Moscow 
Ea indeed, been both important and suc- 
cessful. It. has renewed, or established, 
personal contacts. It has been very valu- 
able in opening up a fresh line of com- 
munication between Western Europe. and 
Russia, so long held back from ordinary 

litical contact with the outside world. 
But the attitude of Soviet Russia~ to 
present European problems is well known, 
and for the moment firmly established. 
For better or for worse, the Eastern 
Security Pact is the central point of the 
present negotiations, and, as one of its 
joint authors, Russia is, of course, 
wholehearted in supporting it. The 
position of Poland is different. She has 
so far consistently opposed the proposals, 
and her motives, unlike those of Germany, 
where it is also disliked, are not open to 
the suspicion that she wants to keep the 
way open for eastward expansion. Her 
position in Europe makes her a broad 
bridge between powerful neighbours, one 
to the west and the other to the east. If, 
unfortunately, war should break out 
between them, it would almost inevitably 
be fought on her own territory. 

In their exchange of speeches, Mr. Eden 
and M. Litvinoff found themselves. at one 
in regarding the League as providing the 
basis of their national foreign policy, 
adds The Times. This has, of course, 
‘been the unchanging attitude of 
every British Government. Lf it has only 
lately become the attitude of Russia, that 
is due, in part, to the late re-emergence 
of that Power, previously engrossed in re- 
volutionary experiment, into international 
diplomacy, accelerated, no doubt, by the 
danger she feels that she may be in- 
volved in a conflict with Germany or 
Japan. Competent observers share the 
conviction that Russia is anxious for 
peace, but genuinely fears invasion. 

Mr. Eden must have been forcibly 
struck by the eloquence with which Herr 
Hitler spoke of the possibility of a Rus- 
sian invasion, and by MM. Stalin’s and 
Litvinoff’s eloquence in describing the 
danger of a German invasion. It seems 
probable that the Russian fear of being 
attacked arises in exactly the same way 

German fear of being at- 

The weltanschaung and propa- 
of both countries have, in 
the immediate st, alarmed and 
antagonised neighbouring countries, 
creating a natural hostility which Russia 
and Germany have both interpreted as 
an intention to attack. There was, more- 
over, in Moscow, as our Special Correspon- 
dent reported, an even deeper suspicion of 
British policy than any for which ‘they 
were prepared. Great Britain had so 
long been graphically described as the 
chief enemy of the Soviet Republics, and 
so many British statesmen had been burnt 
in effigy that it must be rather difficult 
for Russians to realise that this country, 
after all, has no aggressive designs. The 
visit of Mr, Eden, the most disarming of 
envoys, will assuredly have been success- 
ful in allaying unnecessary fears. The 
task of British diplomacy at the present 
time is concerned to find methods of im- 
creasing confidence between nation and 
nation, and thus of creating the atmosphere 
in which war alarms evaporate, and peace 
is a natural growth.

"HE Free State has been isolated 
athletically by the suspension of the 
N.A.C.A. by the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation, which was announced 
last night. The suspension means that 
Free State athletes will not be eligible 
(1) to take part in any international com- 
petition, including the Olympic Games, 
(2) to send any athlete to compete abroad, 
or (3) to receive athletes from outside the 
twenty-six counties to compete in the Free 
State. 

It will be recalled that on February 3rd 
the annual Congress of the National 
Athletic and Cycling Association of 
Ireland decided by a majority of three to 
refuse to accept the ruling of the Inter- 
national Amateur Athletic Federation 
that the Irish Association should confine 
its activities to the area comprising the 
Irish Free State. : 

The alternative to acceptance was the 
complete isolation, athletically, of the 
twenty-six counties from the remainder of 
the world. 


TWENTY-SIX COUNTIES 


When ‘the international cross-country 
race at Paris came up for consideration by 
the N.A.C.A.I., the Council approved of 
the suggestion that the Association should 
not send a team, and it came as a surprise 
when a letter was received from the pro- 
moting body, the French Association, re- 
questing the N.A.C.A.I. to reconsider its 
action and to send a team. It was clear 
there was some misunderstanding of the 
position in France; but, while representa- 
tives of the N.A.C.A.I. were appointed to 
go to Paris, the original intention not to 
send a team was adhered to. 

There can be no misunderstanding the 
position created by the communication 
received by Mr. James McGilton, Hon. 
Secretary of the N.A.C.A.L, from Mr. J. 
S. Edstrom, President of the International 
Federation, under date of March 26th. 
Twenty-six counties of Ireland have been 
struck off the athletic map, and until the 
Federation receives an undertaking from 
the N.A.C.A.I. that it will abide by the 
decision of that body, athletic activities 
must be confined to local championships 
and club meetings.

APPEAL MAY BE LODGED 


Mr. P. C. Moore, Chairman of the 
N.A. and C.A., who presided at the meet- 
ing which refused to accept the Inter- 
national Federation's ruling that the 
N.A.C.A. confine its jurisdiction to the 
Free State, had not seen the exact terms 
of the Federation’s message of suspension.

“The only thing we can do is to lodge 
an appeal,” he said to an Irish Times 
reporter who spoke to him last night. 

“It is laid down by the rules that an 
be“ can be lodged within three months 
of the date of suspension. The appeal will 
be sent to the Congress, which is composed 
of representatives of all nations, and will 
hold its next meeting in Berlin next year. 
The suspension must be upheld by a 
majority of the nations assembled in 
Congress. If Congress decides to reinstate 
us, thus reversing the decision of the 
Council, that would be tantamount to a 
vote of no confidence in the Council, and 
the Council would then appear to have no 
other option but to resign.’ 

Mr. Moore was disinclined to discuss the 
matter further, beyond saying that, no 
doubt, a meeting of the Council would be 
held at an early date to consider the whole 
matter,

SCENE IN THE DOCK 


From Our CorRRESPONDENT, 
CARRICK-ON-SHANNON, Monday. 


At. a special court here to-day, before 
Mr. J. H. Rice, D.J., John Shanley, 
known as “ Nipper,’’ a former railway 
clerk, and inter-County G.A.A. footballer, 
of Dromod, Co. Leitrim; James Joseph 
Reynolds and John Reynolds, twin 
brothers, of Corrycramp, Dromod, Co. 
Leitrim, were charged with conspiring 
amongst themselves and with others to 
enter by force of arms the dwelling house 
of Gerald More O’Ferrall, at Lisard, Co. 
Longford ; conspiring unlawfully to arrest 
and remove by force of arms Gerald More 
O’Ferrall trom his dwelling house and to 
murder Gerald More O’Ferrall; that in 
pursuance of this conspiracy they, with 
others, disguised and armed, entered the 
dwelling house and assaulted Gerald More 
O’Ferrall and attempted by force violently 
to remove him, and shot at and wounded 
Gerald More O’Ferrall ; murdered Richard 
More O’Ferrall, and threatened, assaulted 
and terrified other persons then in the 
house. 


THE COURT SCENE 


The prisoners were brought to court 
from the Civic Guard barracks in two 
covered-in motors, heavily. guarded by 
C.I.D. officers, who occupied positions: at 
various vantage points in the courthouse 
while the proceedings were in progress. 

The prisoners treated the proceedings 
with indifference, and when the charges 
were read over smiled. 

As Superintendent Finnegan, Granard, 
was about to give evidence, James 
Joseph Reynolds sprang to his feet, and 
addressing the Superintendent said: 
‘* You assaulted me half an hour ago.” 
To the Justice—‘‘ Why is he not charged 
with it?” 

The Justice advised the prisoner to keep 
quiet, and at the same time detectives 
seized him, and the prisoner then sat down. 

Superintendent Finnegan then said that 
at present all he proposed to do was to 
give evidence of arrest, and to ask for the 
transfer of the prisoners to District Justice 
Kenny’s area at Longford, where the most 
of the evidence would come from. He would 
give evidence of arrest himself. 


PRISONERS’ STATEMENTS 


Superintendent Finnegan then gave evi- 
dence of arrest of the three preinens, and 
stated that when arrested Shanley said: 
‘‘Tt is a complete frame-up against me. 
That is all I have to say.” The other 
prisoners, he said, made no statement. 

Shatley—lIt-is not the first framed-up 
charge was made against me; I was 
taken from my bed at six o’clock in the 
morning and charged with the Ballina- 
more bank raid. (Sarcastically)—Of 
course it was Johnnie Shanley did it. It 
took the I.R.A. to get them for you. That 
is the kind of detectives and thugs we have 
going about, and the same thugs who are 
here. It 1s a trumped-up charge, and that 
man there (pointing to Superintendent 
Liddy, Longford) knows it. We never 
murdered anyone, Mr. Rice. 

Jim Joseph Reynolds—Where are the 
murderers of Jim Vaugh, who was an 
I.R.A. leader in Leitrim, and over whose

death a Coroner’s jury held an inquiry for 
weeks? ‘They are at large, and why are 
they not here? 

Shanley—The men who raided the 
Boyle mail car are still walking about, 
and the Guards know it, 

Mr. Rice (to Shanley)—You were tried 
by this Court and acquitted, and you have 
no complaint. 

Shanley—Yes, Mr. Rice. I know that I 
was charged, and as a result lost my 
position ever it. The Guards know the 
men who robbed the van, but because they 
are Blue Shirts they will not arrest and 
charge them. 

The prisoners were then, under Mr. 
Rice’s order, transferred to the Longford 
District Court area. 


A FOURTH PRISONER 


At a Special Court in Longford, before

Superintendent Finnegan stated that he 
arrested Mulligan, who said: “' All I have 
to say is 1 know nothing about it.”

On the motion of Sir Samuel Hoare, the 
House agreed to an amendment the effect of 
which was to make the Federal Government 
responsible for safety on the railways, just 
as the Government was responsible here. The 
Board of Trade was responsible in. this 
country, and in India, he had no doubt, the 
responsibility would be placed on the Federal 
Ministry of Communications. 

On Clause 176, which relates to the com- 

osition of the railway authority, . Mr. 

organ Jones (Labour) moved the omission

THE FREE STATE CITHD 

Mr. Churchill said that the crux of Sir 
Samuel Hoare’s argument was that goodwill 
would bring us a better return than a manda- 
tory injunction. Where was the geet 
will? The bill was regarded as an affront 
to every section of Indian opinion, and these 
orders for gcods and material would be used 
as counters in political warfare. When the 
bill was in operation they would have ill- 
will and not good-will. When we gave the 
Irish Free State plenary powers that were 
supposed to constitnte a settlement, the first 
thing they did was to place a big electric 
order in Germany.

INTERNATIONAL SITUATION 


HOPEFUL 


Lord Allen of Hurtwood, speaking at a 
League of Nations Union meeting in Man- 
chester last night, said that the international 
situation to-day was more hopeful than it 
had been for many months past. He con- 
sidered that there was ground for hope, be- 
cause the Government was taking an active 
lead in trying to rebuild the peace of Europe 
and the structure of the League of Nations 

There were three alternative ways of deal- 
ing with the German situation. was to 
insist on the strict letter of the, law. being 
carried out, and that world mean. that they 
must follow up their strictures with a pre- 
ventive war. ‘obody wanted war, and 
Germany was perfectly aware of that. 
Another was to let things drift and take no 
notice of what was happening. That only 
meant an armament race. 

“The third alternative,” said Lord Allen, 
“is to understand Germany and try to bring 
about a new peace. If you are going to 
march on Germany in the name of ce 
and understanding hold back your suspicions 
of her bona-fides until you have facts.”’ 

Some people were doing precisely the same 
thing in regard to éhe ós suspicion about 
Germany as they did towards Russia a few 
vears ap Every one oí the criticisms of 
Germany Mrose out oí a remnant of the war 
hysteria against her, and the sooner that 
attitude was abolished the better it would be 
for the peace of the world.

Sir Kingsley Wood—It is one of the condi- 
tions under which owners of wireless ex- 
changes are licensed to distribute broadcast 
programmes, that they must observe the in- 
structions requiring them to refrain from dis- 
tributing specific classes of broadcast mes- 
sages. As it is illegal in this country to 
publish results of sweepstakes conducted in 
connection with horse racing, notice has been 
given to owners: of wireless exchangés re- 
quiring them to refrain from broadcasting 
sweepstake results. 

Sir William Davison—Is the Postmaster- 
General aware that the_same relay stations, 
week by week, give full particulars of the 
odds and betting in football pool competi- 
tions, and does he realise the great public 
indignation at this very foolish discrinpiria- 
tion between these two classes of betting? 

Sir Kingsley Wood—It is not a discrimina- 
tion I have made.
